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JEDDAH, SepL 23 — The Kingdom 
celebrates its birthday Monday, marking 
48 years since its establishment by King 
Abdul Aziz ibn Abdul Rahman Al Saud. 

The King’s proclamation of the new 
Kingdom on SepL 24, 1932 marked the 
triumph of his 30 year fight to unite and 
consolidate the country, a fight which not 
only pitted him . against wen-entrenched 

enemies but against the centuries old jrad- 
irions of banditry and lawlessness here. 

His proclamation of the united King- 
dom of Saudi Arabia meant that the King 
had been successful in many of his aims: 
be had restored internal security, firmly 
established his own authority and made. 
Saudi Arabia one-of the safest places in 
the wprid in which to five. • 

His octet mission, which was to occupy 
the King for 21 more years until his death 
in 1953, was to modernize die state he had 
founded without violating the tenets of 


Islam or compromising the traditions of 
his conservative people. 

At first this was to be accomplished 
without the 03 revenues the Kingdom 
today is so used to receiving. 02 was 
found during the first decade of his rule 
over a united Saudi Arabia, but it was only 
with the end of World War n that it pro- 
duced any great revenues. 

When ‘King Abdul Aziz died the coun- 
try s ofl wealth had grown so large that 
they amounted to 2,000 times the pre-oil 
budget estimates for the whole Kingdom. 

Twenty-six years later that Kingdom is 
in the midst of a development plan' calling 
for the spending over five years of nearly 
500 billion riyals, or 500 times what gov- 
ernment yearly spending had been in the 
early and mid 1950s.' .- .••• 

Fbrty ^flight years ago there were hardly . 
any roads worthy of the name in the conn- 
try, and medical and educational facilities 


were primitive. Today there are 12,000 
kilometers of paved highways and 
thousands of well-equipped schools and 
hospitals. 

The government’s program of making 
cash available to Saudis to build what their 
country needs has seen the skylines of old 
cities change beyond recognition and new 
cities mushroom from the sands of the 
desert. 

In the last five years, development in 
the country has been called the largest 
construction boom since the rebuilding of 
West Germany after World WarIL Some 
observers say the one here is larger. . 

Whatever the case, it would be hard to 
duplicate the results elsewhere.

‘Saudi Arabia, Iraq lead 
anti-Egyptian campaign 9

CAIRO, Sept. 23 (Agencies) — President 
Anwar Sadat Sunday alleged that Saudi 
Arabia and Iraq were leading an Arab cam- 
paign to starve Egypt and force a change of 
government in Cairo. 

In an interview with the weekly magazine 
October, Sadat also said that Iranian 
revolutionary leader Ayatollah Ruhollah 
Khomeini bad kindled hatred and bitterness 
and had shed the bipod of Muslims in Iran 
and Iraq. 

Sadat claimed the scheme to “starve and 
humiliate the Egyptians until they get rid of 
their leadership was planned by (Saudi 
Crown Prince) Fahd and (Iraqi President) 
Saddam (Hussein).” 

He said he would soon call for a national 
debate in Egypt aimed at deciding on a new 
form of relations with the other Arab states. 

“ We must define positions of all Arab par- 
ties and their accomplishment for the Palesti- 
nian problem, including the attitudes of foe 
Palestinians themselves,” Sadat said. “The 
Egyptian people will then define the kind of 


relationship that should exist” with the Arab 
states. 

Referring to Iran, Sadat alleged Ayatollah 
Khomeini “has filled people with hatred and 
bitterness and kindled dissention between 

men of religion, terrorized the Golf states and 

shed blood of the Shfites in Iran and Iraq.” 
He claimed Iran would not enjoy security 
in the next 10 years and predicted unrest in 
Dubai because most of its citizens were Ira- 

. t 

mans. 

Sadat also said Sunday he would take up 
Israel's new policy of selling occupied land to 
• private citizens the next time he meets with 
Israeli Prime Minister Men ahem Begin. 

Egypt has “strongly condemned” the new 
policy as an obstacle in foe ongoing talks on 
Palestinian autonomy. But Sadat disagreed 
with a reporter’s suggestion that Jait week’s 
Israeli cabinet decision constituted a “slap in 
the face” for Egypt and the other Arabs. 

“It is not a slap or I would have acted’ 
Sadat told reporters after a meeting with U.S. 
Ambassador to Cairo Alfred Atherton.

Mecca development scheme near completion 


JEDDAH. Sept. 23 — The 
remaining SR345 million of a total 
SR3 billion allocated in 1975 for 
the development of Pilgrimage 
sites will be spent before the end 
of this financial year. 

Abdul Aziz Muhammad Ghan- 


dour, director of Mena project, 
told SPA four tunnels for pedes- 
trians in Mena, built to reduce 
congestion, will be ready for use 
by pilgrims next month. The Pil- 
grimage takes place one month 
from Sunday. 


Two tunnels will have two sepa- 
rate shafts each 12 meters wide, 
while the two others will have only, 
one shaft 12 meters wide. 

The two dual tunnels will begin 
from Mahbes Akfinn and lead to 
Jiad and Al-Sadd and from there 
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to AJ-Safa. 

In this way, pilgrims will be able 
to walk to die four- kilometers 
.from Al-Jamrat bridge to Al-Safa, 
cutting by half the distance from 
Jamrai to the Holy Haram. 

He said that huge water reser- 
voirs had been built, with a com- 
plete water network for pilgrims. 
Two reservoirs holding 220,000 
liters were built in Arafat and 
Mena. Other reserving under 
construction include one of a 
capacity of one million tons and 
another of 600,000 tons. 

A maintenance contract was 
signed this year with the firm that 
built the network. 

Ghandour said that a dual vehi- 
cle tunnel 16 meters wide was 
being readied to complete King 
Khaled Bridge and link with 
At Azina, to keep cars away from 
the Jamrat area. 

Another tunnel will complete 
King -Abdul Aziz Road, which 
connects Al-Azizia to the main 
Wadi Mena, Al-Shaabayn and 
Al-Moayssam. 

Ghandour said that already 
completed this year were a 30- 
meter, completely lit, pedestrian 
bridge at Al-Azizia from Al- 
Hamrar to the Haram Mosque, 
and a dual-lane bridge overflying 
Al-Azizia parallel to the tunnel of 
King Khaled bridge. Only one

Financial data center opens doors 


JEDDAH, Sept. 23 — The new 
Saudi Financial Information 
Center has started operations in 
Riyadh, and it is supplying gov- 
ernment departments with data. 

The center, being developed by 
the U.S.-Saudi Joint Cotnraissioii, 
is not due to be completed until 
the middle of next year. David 
Funding, an official in the center,

Egypt denies getting 
Soviet spare parts 

CAIRO. Sept. 23 { AP) — Egypt's Defense Minister Gen. Kama! 
Hassan Ali has denied published reports of a Soviet military spare 
parts sale to Egypt. 

In a statement to the official Middle East News Agency Saturday 
prior to his departure from Washington, where he held military talks 
on Egypt's long-range military needs. Aii termed the reports as 
"malicious rumors intended to damage budding friendly relations 
between Egypt and the United States.” 

Earlier this month, the United Slates delivered the first U.S. arms 
to Egypt in more than 20 years. The shipment of 1 6 F4 jet fighters 
and 50 armored personnel carriers is pan of a $ i .5 billion arms deal 
concluded following the signature of the Egyptian -Israeli peace tre- 
aty in March. 

Ali also reasserted that the Soviet Union is still maintaining the 
arms embargo on Egypt imposed following the 1973 Middle East 
war. 

Last week Western military sources said the Soviet Union had 
recently delivered to Egypt 40 Soviet rcrede helicopter engines as well 
as spare parts. 

For 20 years Moscow was Egypt’s main source of military hard- 
ware. Since the embargo Egypt has been seeking arms from the West 
aud accepted a Chinese offer to overhaul Soviet made aircraft 
engines. 

Meanwhile, the newspaper Al-Gomhouriya, 'quoting senior gov- 
ernment sources, said a recent arms deal with. Communist China 
involves 50 military jets. 

President Sadat bad disclosed the transaction last June hut the 
newspaper report was the first specifying the number. The jets are 
known to include the modified version of theSoviet-madeVfiG-19.

You must 
identify them and point them out to other youths in order to know 
them and defy their plots.”

RABAT. Sept. 23 (R) --Tunisian Foreign Minister Muhammed 
Fitouri arrived at Casablanca airport Saturday night and was due to 
confer with King Hassan n to deliver a message from President 
Habib Bourguiba. Fitouri said that among the topics he would raise 
with the king was Bourguiba' s proposal for a mediation between 
Algeria and Morocco over the Western Sahara issue. 

U.K.MP defends Pakistan’s N-plan 

KARACHI Sept. 23 1 AP) — John Biggs Davison, leader of the 
British parliamentary delegation, said here Saturday Pakistan had 
every right to acquire nuclear technology for peaceful purposes. 
Davison* told a news conference that, unlike some other govern- 
ments, "our government has never said anything against Pakistan’s 
plans for nuclear energy, nor is Britain one of those countries which 
are putting pressure on Pakistan to give up its plans for nuclear 
power.” 

17 Lebanese sentenced in Ghana 

ACCRA, Sept. 23 (R) — Ghana's ruling Armed Forces 
Revolutionary Council ( AFRC) has sentenced 17 Lebanese nation- 
als and Lebanese-born Ghanaian ; to 45 years' imprisonment each for 
crimes against the state, the council said Saturday.

Soviet Union taken unawares 
by Afghan coup, sources say 


NEW DELHI Sept. 23 (Agen- 
cies) — The Soviets were caught 
off balance by this month' s coup in 
Afghanistan that ousted President 
Nur Mohammad Taraki and 
replaced him with Prime Minister 
Hafizullah Amin, both considered 
pro- Soviet, according to diploma- 
tic sources. 

“CJeariy the Russians wouldn't 
have wanted Taraki removed,” 
said a veteran Asian diplomat. 
Only a few days before the Sept. 
16 announcement of his resigna- 
tion, Taraki was bearhugged on 
television by Soviet President 
Leonid Brezhnev during a Mos- 
cow stopover. 

The diplomat, like other obser- 
vers here, believes Amin set aside 
his one time mentor as a move to 
protect himself from a Soviet- 
inspired purge. 

"It was a. pre-emptive move, it 
all adds up to this,” he said. 

The U.S.-educated Amin had 
been officially described since the 
April 27, 1978, coup that brought 
the leftist regime to power, as the 
pupil compared to “wise teacher” 
Taraki. Amin himself said their 
relationship-was "closer than that 
of a finger to its nail.” 

But Amin was seen since March 
as the real strongman of the Marx- 
ist revolutionary regime, and 
Taraki. a man whose warm, scho- 
larly image Amin used to cloak his 
often divisive political machina- 
tions.

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SADAT’S LOGIC 


Is it true, as Sadat claimed again recently, that the rest of the Arab 
world is trying to "starve" the. Egyptian people? 

President Sadat? s habit, since he found new “cousins" among the 
Israelis, has been to revile other Arab countries — governments as 
well as peoples. Before signing his treaty with Israel. Syria, Iraq and 
Libya were his favorite targets. After it. Saudi Arabia was included in 
his IkL The favorite accusation against that country' was that it seeks 
to “starve" the Egyptian people “into submission." 

Ir is not for us to answer for the Saudi government. On the other 
hand, we cannot simply dismiss the most recent outburst as an after 
effect of his round of “negotiations" with Elizabeth Taylor, that 
famous friends of the Arab nation. What we can do is point to some 
obvious facts which seem somehow always to escape the excitable 
president. 

The latest version of his accusation specifically mentions Prince 
Fahd, accused of forming an "alliance” against Egypt with Iraq’s 
President Saddam Husje/n. What truth is there in this? 

It is true that Iraq and Saudi Arabia enjoy good relations. But the 
base of their understanding is opposition to “ alliances" and “blocs" 
of any description. In fact their joint line is the nurturing of a common 
Arab approach beyond the old rivalries and divisions. 

The two countries have also been especially careful to distinguish 
between the Egyptian leadership in its present disastrous course and 
the Egyptian people. Both countries have substantial numbers of 
Egyptians working within them, whose livelihoods and safety have in 
no way been affected by the present dispute. 

The two countries have not done this in the interest of a showy 
“generosity” towards the Egyptian people, but in recognition of a 
simple national duty towards hardworking and highly skilled indi- 
viduals and communities, whose value to the development of the rest 
of the Arab world has been immense. 

Yet Saudi Arabia and Iraq, together with the other Arab states 
have at the same time refused to deal with the government in Cairo. 
There is no “contradiction* here, as Sadat would like to make it 
appear. It is simply that these governments have utterly rejected his 
approach to the question of peace in (he Middle East. 'I7»c contradic- 
tion would be in them estending official help to the Egyptian gov- 
ernment given this rejection. 

Some of these governments, while opposing Sadat's visit to 
Jerusalem and warning of its consequences, did not see fit to seek to 
stop him at the rime. This was to forestall his inevitable accusations of 
"obstruction” if and when that" peace process” founders. But as that 
ill-starred initiative led to Camp David and then to the bilateral 
“peace treaty” — a worse disaster than any suffered by the Arab 
nation — theyhud to draw the line. No one seemed surprised by this 
except President Sadat. 

Sadat, it is clear, lives in a world of his own. Recently, taking 
time-off from reviling his fellow Arabs, he launched an attack on 
Ayatollah Khomeini, accusing him of” injecting bitterness and hate 
in peoples' minds”. He did not seem to notice that this is precisely 
what he, Sadat. Ls doing, when day in day out he seeks to embitter the 
Egyptian people against their fellow Arabs. 

But the Egyptian people know ihut their brothers in the Arab 
world have not and will not fail them.

in trouble

ASUNCION, Paraguay — 

“General Stroessner is losing his grip. He might 
not last more than a few months and the events of 
the past few weeks show that his judgment is fail- 
ing.'’ One senior ambassador in this backward and 
landlocked refuge of former dictators and Nazis is 
convinced that the end is in sight for the longest- 
lasting dictatorship in the Western hemisphere. 

After 25 years in power Gen. Alfredo Stroessner, 
“ Hero in War. Worker in Peace, Guide of the Para- 
guayan People,* 1 according to the official prop- 
aganda, could soon go the way his friend and ally, 
Gen.Anastasio Somoza of Nicaragua, went two. 
months ago. 

“A group of young officers, untainted by the 
corruption of their generals are likely to take over. 
Stroessner and fads associated could be on the next 
plane and there would be an elected civilian gov- 
ernment with two years," the ambassador says. 

He argues that if Stroessner had been cleverer he 
would not have drawn attention to himself as he did 
by welcoming Gen. Somoza to Paraguay last month 
and then arresting one of Paraguay's principal 
opposition leaders. 

The arrival of Somoza has given Paraguay some- 
thing of a name as an international dustbin for fallen 
dictators, and earlier this month there was much 
speculation here about rumors that Stroessner had 
been asked to give permanent asylum to Idi Amin. 

At first sight the ambassador’s judgment seems 
premature. For long the sleepiest of Latin Ameri- 
can capitals, Asuncion is enjoying something of a 
boom. A few years ago this oppresively hot city, 
built on low hills beside the majestic Paraguay 
River, could hardly provide the traveller a hotel 
room without cockroaches. 

Today there are new clean hotels and a big gambl- 
ing complex attracts the tourists from Argentina 
across the river. In a city where a few years ago 
there were few buildings with more than two 
storeys, the first 22-storey skyscraper is going up. 
Flocks of new Mercedes and Landes weave their 
way among the ancient trams. - - 

Much of the prosperity comes from the construc- 
tion of the Itaipu dam across the River Parana, the 
world's biggest civil engineering scheme, which 
Paraguay is jointly building with Brazil to provide 
energy well into the 21st century. 

In a country where a few million dollars used to 
be a big investment Paraguay now has a half-share 
in a project which is to cost $10 billion. 

The Mercedes and the Landas belong to the 
building contractors and other businessmen who 
have got in on the Itaipu boom or who have been 
making their fortunes in the more traditional Para- 
guayan way of smuggling cigarettes and narcotics to 
the country’s neighbors. The bootblacks, bank 
clerks and beggars see little improvement in their 
lot as the cost of living rises rapidly. Much of the 
population is still illiterate. 

The Itaipu boom is having enermous political 
effect by changing a society which, as it becomes 
more modern and sophisticated, is proving too dif- 
ficult for the aging dictator to control. His trusted 
associates and his ramshackle political party, the 
Reds, can no longer control the floods of money 
that have come into Paraguay. 

Last weekend Stroessner risked the wrath of the 
U.S. government by arresting and imprisoning Dr. 
Domingo Laino, leader of the Paraguayan Liberal 
Party, one of his most outspoken opponents. Last 
year Laino was arrested after he returned from 
giving evidence about the Stroessner regime to the 
U.S. Congress. Washington was furious about what 
was seen as a slap in President Carter's face and the 
U.S. Embassy gave Stroessner no rest till Laino was 
released a month later. 

This time Laino was arrested for criticizing 
Stroessner in Brazil and the U.S. is not so directly 
involved, but there is no doubt that Washington will 
act strongly if Stroessner takes extreme measures 
against bis enemy. 

Washington's relations with Stroessner, which a 
decade ago were warm, have been steadily 
deteriorating. Washington resented Paraguay act- 
ing as an important transhipment point for narcotics 
on their way from the “French Connection" to the 
U.S. Paraguay* s relations with the Washington have 
become even more frigid since the arrival here of 
Gen. Somoza last month. Somoza has made no 
secret of his hatred for President Carter and in 
Stroessner he has had an eager audience. 

The Brazilians, increasingly anxious about their 
own massive investment in Itaipu, have been mak- 
ing discreet contacts with the men who may be 
replacing Stroessner. 

More and more friendless Stroessner is streng- 
thening his links with Sapnish fascists and ocher 
members of the European extreme right. A few 
days ago he received Gen. Magnus Malan, the bead 
of the South African Army, with much pomp and

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Japan inching into arms race

. TOKYO — 

Following Japan's defeat in World War n, its 
leaden dismantled what had been an awesome 
military machine and, at U.S. insistence, renounced 
war and the maintenance of armed forces. 

In the years since, however, Japan has formed 
self-defense forces that in any other country wold 
be caled a army, a navy and an air force. And now 
there are. signs of a significant buildup: • 

By some standards, this military expansion might 
not be considered important, but in light of the 
apathy that has prevailed here over the last 34 
years, it represents a startling change of attitude. 

The defense agency has announced a plan, tied to 
economic growth, that may double military spend- 
ing by 1985 and eliminate many areas in which the 
country is painfully vulnerable. 

The plan calls for increasing military spending 
fromS 9, biUion in the current fiscal year to S 19.5 
billion m_ fiscal 1.985, but, whether it will be carried 
oiftin fuliis open to question. Military procurement 
plans m ust be reviewed annually along with the rest 
of the national budget. 

And whether even a doubling of defense spend- 
ing will be adequate in 1985 — in view of the 
r hang in g military balance between the United 
States, Japan's defense partner, and the Soviet 
Union, its potential enemy — is also open to ques- 
tion.- 

If the plan is carried out in full, it will mean new 
jet fighter-bombers and other aircraft, new war- 
ships and an additional 13,000 or so men in uniform 
— making a total of slightly more than 250,000, 
compared with more than 7 million in World War 

n. ; 

The aim is qualitative improvement, adding sub- 
stance where form has prevailed. 

In terms of broad military strategy, Japan relies 
on the United States' so-called nuclear umbrella, 
but there have been efforts to achieve a greater 
degree of self-sufficiency. Yet because defense 
spending has been restricted to less than 1 per cent 
of the gross national product there are glaring, 
deficiencies. 

— The 1 54,635-man army has had to get by with 
antiquated tanks and ammunition supplies that 
would not last a month in battle. 

— The 43,806- man air force is inadequately pro- 
tected. It has no hard shelters on the ground and its 
radar system is poorly defended. 

— The 40.669-man navy is considered ineffec- 
tive against air attack defense of sea lanes in South- 
east Asia, through which pass virtually all of Japan’s 
oil and other raw materials, is entrusted to the U.S. 
Navy. 

Until recently, there have been two major 
restraints on defense spending — the opposition 
parties’ fear of revived militarism, which led to 
devastation in World War II, and a lack of serious 
concern for defense issues by the ruling Liberal 
Democratic Party. 

Both sides have used Article 9 of the constitution. 


which was literal! y written by U.S. officials, to sup- 
port their views. 

Article 9 specifically forbids the maintenance of 
“ land, sea and air forces, as well as other war 
potential.” But it has been interpreted as meaning 
that armed forces may be raised for purely defen- 
sive purposes. 

The opposition has argued against any military 


spending at all and the ruling party has argued 
against exceeding 1 per cent of gross national pro- 


against exceeding 1 per cent of gross national pro- 
duct, even though other nations spend much more. 
The United States, for example, budgeted the equi- 
valent of 5.4 per cent of GNP for defense in 1976; 
West Germany’s defense costs in that year were 3.4 
per cent of GNP. 

Washington has encouraged Japan's militar y 
efforts, and some members of the Congress have 
been critical of what they see as an inadequate 
program. A few have accused the Japanese of 
enjoying a free ride by virtue of a defense treaty 
with the United States. 

Japan has had no real need for the sort of military 
power it used to conquer much of China, Southeast 
Asia and the Western Pacific in the 1930s and '40s. 
After the war its military machine was replaced by 
an economic machine that has brought a degree of 
prosperity and stability that was beyond the milit- 
ary’s reach. 

The self-defense forces, supported by the U.S. 
Navy and Air force, were designed to discourage 
any attack from the only nation Japan perceives as 
potentially hostile — the Soviet Union. And in the 
days when the Soviet military presence in the 
Pacific was negligible and the American presence 
was overwhelming, the combined effort was 
regarded as adequate. 

But since 1977, in a series of defense agency 
white papers, the government has expressed grow- 
ing alarm over the Soviet Union's military buildup. 

The white paper issued this year concludes that 
the United States no longer holds a nuclear edge 
over the Soviet Union in every respect and that it 
still lags behind the Soviet Union on the ground. 

According to the Japanese, the United States 
plans to upgrade the quality of its naval force in the 
Far East with the introduction of advanced des- 
troyers. submarines and amphibious craft, but the 
Soviet Union’s strength in the area is growing in 
quantity as well as quality. 

The Soviet Union is estimated to have 2,000 
aircraft and 22 divirions in the Far East, apparently 
deployed for the most parr with China in mind, but 
much of this strength is thought to be available for 
an attack on Japan's northernmost island, Hok- 
kaido. Hokkaido is only about 20 miles from Soviet 
territory and is considered a likely first target in any 
Soviet attack. 

■ Moreover, the Soviet navy is estimated to have 
125 subraaries, 50 of- them nuclear-powered, at 
Petropaylovsk on the Kamchatka peninsula. This is 
about six times Soviet submarine strength in this 
area in the early 1970s. 

On July 17 the defense agency proposed in effect 
that defease spending be doubled by 1985. Kazuo

Fujji pointed out that in the next five years aver- 
age annual spending for major weapohs ant 
equipment would increase by 56 per cent com- 
pared with this year. 

“ This is an ambitious plan, " he said, and ticked 
off the following : 

— 100 F-5 fighter-bombers, high-performance 
aircraft equipped to carry bombs as well as missiles, 
with a combat radius of almost 700 miles. 

— 45 P-3c aircraft equipped with radar for hunt- 
ing down submarines. 

— 8 £-2c early-warning planes with electronic 
equipment to detect low-flying planes before they 

. can be spotted by radar on the ground. 

— 39 warships, including missile-firing des- 
troyers, submarines, minesweepers, patrol craft and , 
auxiliaries. 

— 38 missile launchers, similar to the U.S. To», 

but designed for use not only against tanks but also 
against amphibious landing craft. < 

In addition, the premier unit of the amiy s 13 
divisions, a mechanized infantry division, would be 
converted to full armored status ; the early-warning 
system would be modernized and given additional 
protection ; reinforced concrete shelters would be 
built for at least two air force squadrons. 

Hie principal bafrier to the plan promises to be 
the policy limiting defense spending to 1 per cent of 
GNP. Although more psychological than official, it 
has been an effective restraint. 

Domestic political resistance to military growth is 
dearly not what it used to be. Opinion polls show a 
gradual increase in support for increased defense 
spending, and political attitudes toward military 
affairs are also changing, as reflected in reduced 
opposition toward U.S. bases in Japan. 

Servicemen still wear their uniforms only while 
on duty, but they are no longer assailed as” tar 
robbers, " and recruiting today is not the problem it 
used to be. Competition for admission to the service 
academies is fierce. 

The Japanese have been reluctant to do anything 
that might lead other nations in the Far East to 
suspect a revival of militarism in Japan. Fear of such 
a revival has been- strong throughout the postwar 
years, but now appears to be fading. 

As Hisahito Okazaki, counsellor of the defease 
agency, put it : 

“ Very bluntly speaking, what they { Korea and 
the natioas of Southeast Asia) want is the American 
presence — American military power — . and 
nothing else. But suppose the United States cannot 
m ai nt ain a sufficient presence. If they are asked, • 
“ which do you like ? A Communist country or 
Japan?" they wouldn’t choose the Communist 
(country)".

Dacko claims Paris, 
Africans helped hatch 
coup against Bokassa 


BANGUI, Sept. 23 (R) — The 
Central African Republic's new 
president has said that he had plot- 
ted with France and other African 
countries for two months to topple 
Emperor Bokassa. 

President David Dacko told 
reporters Saturday that French 
troops began flying into Bangui 
within minutes of the coup just 
before midnight Thursday to pro- 
vide support for the new govern- 
ment. 

In Paris, French officials 
declined Saturday night to com- 
ment on the claim. 

A foreign ministry spokesman 
said no one was available to ans- 
wer questions on thissubject and a 
defense ministry official said his 
department had no comment to 
make. 

Eight hundred French soldiers 
arc now patrolling Bangui and 
keeping order after an outbreak of 
looting after Bokassa’ s overthrow. 

Dacko did not say which Afri- 
can countries helped him. 

“X returned to Bangui from Lib- 
reville (capital of Gabon) on 
Thursday evening to make the 
proclamation of the abolition of 
the empire and the restoration of 
the republic," he said. “Within 
hours, it was all over." 

Bokassa, who was in Libya 
when the coup took place, is now 
seeking asylum in France. (See 
related story on back page.) 

Dacko said he asked France to 
send troops from neighboring 
Chad and Gabon to forestall any 
attempt by Bokassa to stop the 


coup. 

“We were counting first and 
foremost on our good French 
friends" be added. 

The president said the coup had 
already taken place when the van- 
guard of the French force reached 
Bangui. 

“I took radio station myself," 
he said. 

According to informed sources, 
the French military transports 
arrived in Bangui at the same time 
as Dacko. 

They were armed with light 
armored cars and' helicopters. 
France said they were necessary to 
protect the French community in 
Bangui. 

Seated in the elegant presiden- 
tial Palais de la Renaissance, 
Dacko said, “Our first priority is 
to restore democracy, to let the 
people, so long oppressed, live 
their lives freely. This we will do." 

The president said the French 
troops would remain as long as he 
thought they were needed for sec- 
urity. 

“After all, the Cubans do 
nothing else and no one says any- 
thing about their presence in 
Africa," he added. 

Although Bokassa' s Imperial 
Guard declared loyalty to the new 
government im mediately after the 
coup, the presidential palace was 
being guarded by the French. 

The city was quiet after the loot- 
ing which came as news spread of 
Bokassa' s fall. 

A French commando, sitting in a 
ransacked shop, said. “If we had 
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Sihanouk says he spurned 
bid to unite Khmer, right

arrived two hours earlier, we 
would have prevented the loot- 
ing.” 

Some of Che pillaged shops 
belonged to the family of Bokassa 
who ruled this country for 14 years 
after toppling Dacko during his 
first term as president. 

Dacko said he had freed all the 
political prisoners from Bangui 1 s 
notorious Ngarabga Prison. 

“There were only 20 left...God 
knows where the others have dis- 
appeared. But there were hun- 
dreds of them over the years," he 
said. 


PEKING, Sept, 23 (AP) — 
Prince Norodom Sihanouk has 
said China and certain Western 
powers are studying the possibility 
of a united front between the 
Khmer Rouge rebels and the 
Cambodian rightwing but that he 
would never cooperate with it ' 
Sihanouk Saturday announced 
that he would take up residence 
again in Peking from Sept. 30- 
Nov. 6, and added that this was 
not to be interpreted as a move 
toward agreement with China for 
a Cambodian solution involving 
either the Khmer Rouge of former 
Premier Pol Pot or the right- 
wingers whom he identified as the 
reactionary Khmer Bleu “and 
other foreign mercenaries.” 

“This does not mean that I seek 
to favor the camp of the Vietnam- 
ese colonialists and Soviet 
hegemomsts whose intolerable 
occupation of my country I con- 
demn without end," he said. - 
Sihanouk, who is now in North 
Korea, said his stay in Peking 
would be of a private nature 
entirely, “that is, neither political 
nor diplomatic." 

He said he recognized that 


speculation might be fanned by his 
return to Peking, especially over 
the possibility of his cooperation 
with the Khmer Rouge. 

He said the fact be had refused 
to form his own united front in 
Brussels or to preside over a 
national congress of Cambodian 
refugees should not be interpreted 
as a prelude to a rapproachement 
with Pol Pot through the good 
offices of China. 

“1 swear that under no circums- 
tance will I accept to cooperate in 
any way with the regime and par- 
ties of the Messers Pol Pot, leng 
Sary, Khieu Sampan, Nuonchea, 
Sonsen and other Khmer Rouge,” 
he said. 

The former king and chief of 
state sharply rejected a Khmer 
Rouge offer to head a united front 
on the ground that Pol Pot and his 
associates were guilty of genocide. 

He had intended to preside over 
a unification congress of his own in . 
Brussels at the end of October but 
cancelled it after some of the par- 
ticipants, he said, demanded' he 
renounce his royal title. 

He refused to do so.

“They 
watched you being slaughtered 
(under Amin) without ’raising a 
finger." 

In an apparent reference to 
reports that Kenya had given 
haven to former President Yusufu 
Lule, ousted in June by Binaisa, 
the president said, “We will not 
stoop as low as they want us to 
stoop. They can go on supporting 
those people they would like to 
see as leader of this country. All 
they are saying is just good for 
(garbage-” . 


He continued, “Some of those 
people, in very high places, make 
money out of smuggling the coffee 
we grow- They think that we are 
just a pack of fools because we 
haven 1 1 raised the matter openly." 

Binaisa also attacked newspap- 
ers which he said had published 
reports of an attempt on bis life at 
a rally Friday. 

“The reports are a tissue of lies 
from beginning to end,” Binaisa 
said, adding, “I call upon the 
editors and reporters of newspap- 
ers in Kenya to rise up to the occa- 
sion and report news like respons- 
ible people. We can only hope 
they will stop what I may describe 
as gutter journalism.” 

According to Binaisa, “ A police 
officer panicked when he saw a 
snake in the crowd and shot it.

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Macias likely to face 
death penalty as trial 

gets underway today 


MADRID, Sept 23 (R) — 
Former President Francisco 
■ Macias Nguema of Equatorial 
, Guinea goes on trial for his life 
\ Monday amid reports of plots to 
free him and pat him ha Hr in 
power. 

Macias, 53, was overthrown in a 
military coup at the beginning of 
August after an 1 1 -year rule con- 
demned by human rights organ- 
ization as bloody and tyrannical. 

Opponents of his government 
said that more than 80,000 people 
had been killed in the s mall West 
African country since it became 
independent from Spain in 1968. 

According to one international 
human rights group. Macias ruth- 
lessly eliminated opponents and 
forced 100,000 Guineans, about 
one third of the population to flee 
the country. 

Lt. -Col. Teodoro Obiang 
Nguema, head of the military 
council that ousted Macias, was 
quoted by a Spanish news agency 
as saying the former president 
would be tried for genocide. 

Spanish sources expect the trial 
to last only a few days and the 
general view in Madrid is that 
Macias is almost certain to be con- 
demned to death. 

The trial is to be held in a 600- 
seat cinema in the center of 
Malabo, on the tiny republic's 
main island, formerly Fernando 
Poo, which Macias named after 
himself. 

As preparations for the trial 
went ahead, reports reaching 
Madrid from Malabo said the new 
rulers had unmasked a plot to free 


Macias from prison and reinstate 
him as president. 

The military authorities were 
said to have discovered the con- 
spiracy last Monday and to have 
detained the alleged ringleader, a 
navy sub-lieutenant. 

The plot was said to have cen- 
tered on the port of Luba, used by 
Soviet trawlers which operate in 
the Gulf of Guinea. 

Spanish sources were quoted as 
saying that Soviet- made weapons 
had been confiscated from the 
alleged plotters and a stock of 
Soviet hand grenades had been 
found in Malabo. 

Another report spoke of rumors 
that Macias' wife, Monica Bin- 
dang, was in a neighboring Afri- 
can country trying to save her hus- 
band. 

One report said she was trying 
to organize a mercenary force to 
rescue him. Another said she was 
trying to negotiate with the 
Malabo authorities, offering the 
return of large sums of money she 
is alleged to have taken out of the 
country in return for Marias’ life. 

Equatorial Guinea's new leader 
Lt. Col. Obiang Nguema, has been 
quoted as saying that Marias will 
be given a fair trial conforming to 
international law. 

It is not yet clear whether the 
public will be allowed in. 

The Guinean authorities are 
worried that the appearance of 
Macias in the dock could unleash a 
riot in the makeshift court house 
and a number of Spanish police 
officers are helping to organize the 
security operation.

Vietnam charges 
Chinese troops 
still hold its soil 

BANGKOK. Sept. 23 (R) — 
Vietnam has said that China is still 
occupying Vietnamese territory 
after the month-long border war 
which ended in mid- March. 

Radio Hanoi, monitored in 
Bangkok, said Saturday the Chin- 
ese have 1 2 divisions close to the 
border and five army corps in the 
rear. It was quoting from a 
memorandum made public Satur- 
day by the Vietnamese Fore- 
ign Ministry. 

The broadcast said China “has 
recently increased its war means 
along the border in preparation 
for a new military adventure, 
causing the danger of the outbreak 
of war at any moment.” 

"Since China declared its total 
troops withdrawal from Vietnam 
on March 16, 1979, it still ilegally 
occupies many points on Viet- 
namese territory,” the radio 
added. 

Vietnam has consistently | 
charged the Chinese in recent 
weeks with provocations along the 
border. China has denied the 
allegations. 


DAKAR, Senegal, Sept. 23 
(AF) — Crisscrossing the conti- 
nent in a gleaming Air Foroe 707, 
hobnobbing with heads of state 
and filling local headlines, outgo- 
ing U.S. Ambassador to the 
United Nations Andrew Young 
on his last official trip through 
Africa looked like a man making a 
triumphant farewell tour. 

He was garbed in the cloak of an 
Ashanti chief in Ivory Coast and 
of a Muslim noble in Nigeria ; be 
was decorated with the Star of 
Africa in Liberia, Tanzania's 
Julius Nyerere greeted him fondly 
as “ any” and Cameroonians 
lined the streets to catch a glimpse. 

This was the vintage Andy 
Young using his blend of 
charisma, frankness, preaching 
and politics to guide a delegation 
of two dozen American business- 
men through some of Africa's 
most economically promising 
republics, selling American tech- 
nology and know-how as the 
“ cheapest and best. ” 

It was also Young tbe freelanc- 
ing diplomat, telling somewhat 
surprised African presidents it was 
“ ridiculous ” that they do not talk 
to Israel, and grating on some 
State Department nerves by say- 


ing Soviet troops in Cuba 
" haven't bothered me at all ” and 
that tbe pro-Soviet Angolan gov- 
ernment should have been recog- 
nized long ago. 

Young, whose resignation took 
effect Sunday, briefed President 
Jimmy Carter at the White House 
Saturday after returning from the 
1 7-day tour. 

His traveling style had not 
changed much from his first visit tot 

Africa as U.N. ambassador, in 
February 1977. 

His approach was still to wear 
an embroidered African suit 
though the invitation said business 
suit, to join a Nigerian band in 
some heady drumming and danc- 
ing at an otherwise staid party, to 
mingle as easily with ambassadors 
as with workers, and to doze con- 
tentedly through long economic 
recitals at official business ses- 
sions. 

Tbe trade delegation’s eight 
stop 5 over two weeks included 
some of the French-speaking 
nations that, pursuing conserva- 
tive policies under stable govern-

Center Party negotiates coalition 


Falldin may grab Swedish premiership ACCOMMODATION 


STOCKHOLM, Sept. 23 (AP) 
— The big loser in the Swedish 
general election may emerge as a 
winner and capture the premier- 
ship of a non-Socialist coalition 
government, political observers 
here believe. 

Backed by the big winner. Con- 
servative leader Gosta Bohman, 
Tbpitymn Falldin is negotiating 
with the thrc‘. , » non-Socialist par- 
ties, actordingV^ articles in the 
SwedLa press based on reports 
from political “insiders.” 


Bohman's party won an 
increase of 18 seats for a total of 
73 in the election last Sunday, 
while Falldin saw his Center Party 
shrink by 22 seats to 64. The third 
party in the coalition, the Liberals, 
lost one seat to settle at 38. 

That left the non-Socialist par- 
ties able to form a coalition with a 
majority of one vote, 175 against 
174. 

Prime Minister Ola Ullsten, 
head of the Liberal minority gov- 
ernment which took power after 


the last non-Socialist coalition 
broke apart, resigned Thursday to 
pave the way for the new coalition 
government. 

Both Bohman and Falldin had 
insisted on Ullsten s resignation. 

Falldin, a sheep farmer, head- 
ed the coalition which took 
over in 1976 after 44 years 
of unbroken Social Democ- 
ratic government. But it broke up 
two years later in a split with his 
coalition partners Bohman and 
Ullsten over the Center leader’s 
unbending anti-nuclear stand.

per cent as against 3.6 . 

But it said this was more a 
reflection of economic luggishness 
in the richer countries than any 
real advance in the Third World. 

More over, growth among 
developing countries was very 
unevenly divided, the Bank said. 

The report said that the total 
balance of payments deficit of 
developing countries with no 
domestic oil production would 
reach $ 42 trillion this year. 

The International Monetary 
Fund (IMF) recently forecast a 
figure of $ 43 billion. 

Bank officials said the deficit 
would reach $ 50 billion next year 
as oil hills mounted. 

The bank recalled its world 
development report published last 
month said that even to maintain 
present progress developing coun- 
tries would need more foreign cap- 
ital plus vigorous efforts to with- 
stand protectionist pressures and 
stimulate productivity. 

The new report said the 
economies of the east Asian group 
of countries grew by nine per cent 
last year while, at the low end of 
the development scale, countries 
in sub-Saharan Africa progressed 
at ooly 2.9 per cenL 

Nor was the situtaion much bet- 
ter for developing countries of the 
Mediterranean region, the Bank 
said. These grew at only 3 per 
cent. 

But Latin American countries 
and tiie south Asian countries 
faired somewhat better, with 
growth rates of 4.7 per cent and 
five per cent respectively. 

The Bank said its own contribu- 
tion to the developing world the 
form of new loan commitments 
rose to $ 10.01 billion in its busi- 
ness year ended June 30 com- 
pared with $ 8.41 billion in the 
previous year. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 23 — The 
U.K. stock market has continued 
to drift lower this week, on the 
bade of growing concern about the 
effects of the national engineering 
dispute and company profits, and 
the economy. Fears of a higher 
than expected inflation rate dur- 
ing the latter part of 1979, and 
1980 have depressed the gflt mar- 
ket and sterling has been notice- 
ably weaker, foiling sharply last 
Monday to $ 2.1570. 

Sterling’s relative weakness has 
been attributed to concern over 
the short term outlook for the 
U.K. economy, the fact that it had 
previously risen to a high level and 
the narrowing of the interest rate 
gap between London and New 
York. 

The market highlight of the 
week has continued to be the 
sharp increases in the prices of 
gold and silver. Both gold and 
silver reached all time highs, but 
then profit-taking cut bade the 
gold price to $ 369 an ounce and 
silver to $ 15.64 although interest 
in both metals remains firm. 

Negotiations in the U.K. 
national engineering dispute 
worsened in mid-week with union 
officials declaring that the series of 
two day strikes and the national 
overtime ban would continue. 

The U.K. trade figures showed 
a narrowing of the deficit on cur- 
rent account in August to $ 215 
million, although the position con- 
tinues to be worse than expected 
and considerably more than last 
year. The continuing high level of 
inflation in the U.K. will undoub- 
tedly limit the government’s abil- 
ity to reduce interest rates or 
stimulate demand. In the pay 
round to July 1 979 average earn- 
ings rose at an underlying rate of 
15-15V2 per cenL again an unex- 
pectedly high figure and nearly 
twice the level of Labor govern- 
ment’s original pay guidelines. 

The same day the U.5. prime 
rate rose above 13 per cent for the 
first time with further increases 
expected. On Thursday the dollar 
had its worst day on foreign 
exchange markets since last 
autumn, falling below D.M. 1.80, 
.and S.W. FR 1.60.

MEXICO CITY, Dept 23 (AF) 
— Mexico’s state-owned oil 
monopoly, Petroleos Mexicanos 
(Pemex) began “Operation Som- 
brero” Saturday, an- attempt to 
cap the spewing Ixtoc offshore 
oiiweil, a Piemex spokesman said. 

Pemex workers are trying to 
place a cone over the mouth of the 
well, 193 feet below the water sur- 
face, in an effort to control the 
flow of gas and etude oil spilling 
into the Gulf of Mexico. 


“The cone is in the water, but it 
is not in place yet,” said a Pemex 
spokesman who asked not to be 
identified. He said some 300 
divers and technicians worked on 
the procedure for four hours 
Saturday. 


He said strong currents and 
clouds limited visibility and 
slowed down work. 


Operation Sombrero was 
scheduled to start SepL 15 but was 
delayed because of high tides, rain 
and hurricane winds. 

The State of Texas, in a class 
action suit, is suing Pemex for 
$377 million in damages caused by 
Ixtoc I. 

Several other attempts have 
been made to cap the well, includ- 
ing pouring cement into the 
mouth, injecting lead and steel 
halls and special mud into the well, 
and drilling two alternate wells to 
alleviate the pressure on Ixtoc I. 

One diver has been lolled in the 
process. 

Large areas of commercial fish- 
ing grounds and wildlife sanc- 
tuaries on the south Texas coast 
have been destroyed and 
* endangered by the crude oil 
washed ashore from the Mexican 
oil spill. 


ANKARA, Sept. 23 (R) — A 
high-level Common Market 
delegation led by Irish Foreign 
Minister Michael O' Kennedy 
completed two days of talks 
Saturday apparently without nar- 
rowing differences between Tur- 
key and the Community. 

O’ Kennedy, current President 
of the EEC Council of Ministers, 
said at a press conference that 
Turkey was still unhappy over the 
EEC's response to its demands for 
special concessions during its pre- 
sent economic crisis.

Talks resume toda y 

road still to hoe on Rhodesia 


By Maureen Johnson 


LONDON, Sept. 23 ( AP) — If agreement 
on bow many parliamentary seats Zimbabwe 
Rhodesia’ s three per cent white minority can 
have could stop the war, the two-week-old 
British-sponsored peace talks here would be 
looking good. 

But if s not that simple. 

The conditional agreement Friday by Abel 
Muzorewa, the country’s first blade prime 
minister, to drop the strong white powers 
entrenched in his unrecognized constitution, 
improves Britain’s chances of getting the 
opposing guerrilla movement also into line 
on a new constitution. 

It means too that Britain's Conservative 
government is likely to be under unpre- 
cedented pressure at its annual party con- 
gress next month, to end crippling trade 
embargoes imposed on the previous white- 
minority government 

But it leaves the talks a long way from the 
stated aim of ending the seventh-year war . 
and leading die rebel colony to recognized 
independence. 

That, the Patriotic Front guerrilla alliance 
insists, can be done only by getting rid of 
Muzorewa, setting up a new transition 
administration, and building a new national 
army with their Communist-armed fighters at 
the “cote.” 

And some British sources were saying pri- 
vately, as the talks entered a third week, they 
rated as low as 20 per cent the chances of an 
overall settlement — so wide are the differ- 
ences between the warring parties.

I h what appeared to be carefully vague 
terms, the American-educated Methodist 
Bishop Muzorewa announced his biradal 
delegation’s acceptance of the “general prin- 
ciples” of Britain’s constitutional draft — 
with white leader Ian Smith alone dissenting. 

Muzorewa was clear about demanding an 
immediate end to the trade embargoes, 
applied by Britain and the United States and 
backed by the United Nations. 

But his qualifying statement, on which he 
would not be questioned, was cloudy. 

“This acceptance is subject to the satisfac- 
tory working out of the many details con- 
cerned with these proposals and the subse- 
quent steps that will then have to be taken,” 
he said.

For Moscow talks 


Chinese delegation arrives 


MOSCOW, Sept. 23 (AP) — China’s 
delegation to the Stno- Soviet normalization 
talks arrived in Moscow Sunday amid a con- 
tinuing propaganda war by the hostile Com- 
munist superpowers. 

The delegation's aircraft touched down at 
1430 Moscow time at Sheremetyevo airport, 
three hours behind schedule. 

Chinese delegation chief Wang Youping, a 
deputy foreign minister and until recently 
Ambassador to Moscow, smiled and shook 
hands warmly with Soviet Deputy Foreign 
Minister and China specialist Leonid F. 
Ilyich ov. 

Also present at the welcome was a second 
Soviet sinologist, Mokhail S. Kapitsa, who 
heads the China section of the Soviet Foreign 
Ministry. 

In a statement distributed at the airport, 
Wang said “we earnestly hope that the com- 
ing negotiations will bring about a genuine 
improvement in relations between our two- 
countries." 

“We also hold that differences between 


China and the Soviet Union should not 
hamper the maintenance and development of

their normal state of relations” 

The statement listed these principles of 
relations: mutual respect for each country's 
sovereignty and territorial integrity; mutual 
non-aggression; non-interference in internal 
affairs; equality and mutual benefit; and 
peacefrd coexistence. 

The Soviets did not immediately issue a 
statement. Wang's statement included warm 
words for the Soviet Union, referring to a 
“profound friendship” forged by the Soviet 
and Chinese peoples over “long years of 
common revolutionary struggle ” 

He conveyed “warm greeting^’ to “the 
great Soviet people, who have a glorious 
revolutionary tradition." 

But this conciliatory tone has not been 
echoed in the two countries foreign prop- 
aganda. 

On the eve of the talks, the Chinese and 
Soviet news a agencies pressed their attacks 
on each other's national policies. China’s 
Xinhua (Hsinhua) agency accused Moscow 
of smearing China's regime, while the Tass 
news agency carried a lengthy Vietnamese ‘ 
statement accusing Peking of bad faith in its 
current talks with Hanoi 


— earlier adamant he came to Loudon only 
to discuss a new constitution — will take part 
in debate on setting up a new transition 
administration, and preparations for fresh 
elections.

South, who fought hard to get the white 
veto powers entrenched in the constitution he 
worked out m last year's “internal settle- 
ment” with moderate black leaders, looked 
isolated and unhappy. 

He was deserted by the other white minis- 
ters in the delegation as he protested through 
the week's bargaining behind closed doors 
that veto powers and special safeguards are 
essential for the confidence of the dwindling 
230,000 white population. 

His white colleagues expressed concern, 
but in the end were resigned. Some said pri- 
vately they had lost control of their political 
destiny anyway and their only hope now lay 
in Muzorewa getting a deal from the British. 

“ When you look round the table,” said one 
white minister referring to the guerrilla Lead- 
ers, “you know we could do a lot worse. We 
must sink or swim with Muzorewa.” 

Smith, the veteran politician who for years 
outmaneuvered British attempts to get him to 
concede black rule, registered the sole pro- 
test in a secret ballot on the British draft 
among the 10 black and two white senior 
members of Muzorewa’ s team. 

Smith said bitterly later his protest would 
give whites and other minority groups at 
home “a little bit of hope that at least some- 
body is still batting from them here/' 

The British draft allows whites 20 per cent 
of parliamentary seats for an initial period. 

But they lose the power they now have, 
with 28 per cent of the seats, to block con- 
stitutional change for up to a decade. Other 
sections of the draft mean whiles will no 
longer be able to control the top military, civil 
and judicial posts. 

This week, when Foreign Secretary Lord 
Carrington's deputy Sir Ian Gilmour takes 
the chair, foe spotlight will fall on the Patrio- 
tic Front guerrilla leaders Robert Mugabe 
and Joshua ~Nkomo.

President Carter 


Carter says 
low job rating 
‘ unimportant* 


WASHINGTON, Sept 23 (AP) — U.S. 
President Jimmy Carter says his low standing 
in public opinion polls wfll have “relatively 
little significance” for the outcome of the 
1980 presidential election. 

Carter, whose approval rating stands at the 
lowest point of any president in the 30-year 
history of opinion polling, said the “ relatively 
transient public opinion polls” would count ' 
for less in an election than his “superb" 
record and his character, his political organ- 
ization and the zeal of his supporters. 

“In this present political environment, it is 
almost impossible” for any president to rate 
high with a majority of Americans,” he said 
in an interview Friday with out of town 
editors and broadcasters. The White House 
released a transcript of the interview Satur- 
day. 

Carter said he has not received proper cre- 
dit for his accomplishments. He said news 
organizations focus attention on his defeats 
and be said die polls themselves may not be 
accurately measuring positive feelings 
toward him because they don’t count “fair” 
as a positive rating. 

“Where I come from, which is Southwest 
Georgia,.. .if somebody says ,T think he’s 
doing a fair job,’ that is a higbapp robatkm,” 
the president said.

A' famous German conductor told this 
story. He said the more famous he became 
tile more indispensible to the orchestra, 
even to the art of music, he thought him- 
self One day, a small incident showed him 
how foolish this was. In the heat of con- 
ducting his baton broke. As he wondered 
whether to continue with a broken baton 
or stop to get a new one, he began noticing 
a surreptitious movement throughout the 
orchestra.

The moral of the story for him was that 
each and every member nourished a 
dream of conducting the orchestra him- 
self.

I remembered the story as we started in 
earnest to prepare for our monthly cul- 
tural review AJ RisaaJa Al Jadida.

Two top college teams upset 


Vance to meet Gromyko Thursday 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 23 (R) — The 
United States and the Soviet Union will try 
this week to resolve the dispute over Soviet 
troops in Cuba which is threatening ratifica- 
tion of the Strategic Arms Limitation Treaty 
(SALT 13). 

Secretary of State Cyrus Vance and Soviet 
Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko will meet 
on Thursday in New York, where they are 
attending the United Nations General 
Assembly. 

Vance and Soviet Ambassador Anatoly 
Dobrynin have already had five meetings to 
discuss the dispute. 

U.S. intelligence reports say that the Soviet 
Union has maintained a combat brigade of 
2,000 to 3,000 soldiers in Cuba for some 
years. 

Moscow says they are there only to train 
Cubans in the use of Soviet arms. 

Influential senators have demanded 
removal of the brigade as a condition for 
ratifying the SALT agreement 

The first four Vance- Dobrynin meetings 
were exploratory, with Dobrynin responding 
to questions about the function and mission 
of the Soviet troops, officials said. 

U.S. proposals appear to have been pre- 
sented at the most recent meeting, last 
Thursday. Officials said they were now await- 
ing a reply from the Soviet Union. 

The stakes are high for both countries. U.S. 
failure to ratify SALT II would result in a loss 
of prestige for President Jimmy Carter and 
Soviet Leader Leonid Brezhnev.

But with their public stances already 


apparent, the two sides will have difficulty 
arriving at a mutually satisfactory conclusion 
that can be presented publicly as such. 

Vance may have a further meeting with 
Ambassador Dobrynin in New York before 
seeing Gromyko and he also may see the 
Soviet minis ter before Thursday, officials 
say. 

Vance was due to fly to New York Sunday 
night for the annual round of meetings with 
other foreign ministers attending the U.N. 
session. 

He will make a speech on U.S. foreign 
policy at the U.N. Monday and then see rep- 
resentatives of four Latin American coun- 
tries, Venezuela, Peru, Argentina and 
Ecuador, in the afternoon. 



NEW YORK, Sept. 23 (AP) — 
Saturday was a black day for two of 
the nation's top-20 ranked college 
football teams. Sixth-ranked Penn 
State, a 1 0-point favorite over previ- 
ously winless Texas A and M, lost

Leading 14-7 at halftime, the 
Aggies kept command with a quick 
six-play, 50-yaid drive, capped by 
Dickey’s 21-yard romp into the end 
zone. In the fourth period, Dickey 
sped 33 yards to the Penn State 
2-yard line and David Brothers dove 
over for the score. • 

While Penn State was being 
embarrassed at home, Pitt’s troubles 
came on the road. Tobacco Road. 
Unbeaten North Carolina benefited 
from quarterback Man Kupek’s two 
touchdowns and linebacker Buddy 
Curry’s two interceptions to delight 
the home folks in Chapel H31, N.G. 

The Tar Heels scored their third 
offensive play when Kupec threw a 
43-yard to pass to Phil Fanis.

Tropical storm Mac claims one life 


HONG KONG, sept. 23 ( AP) — One person was 
killed and 48 others injured Sunday as severe Trop- 
ical storm Mac pounded Hong Kong with lashing 
rains and winds of more than 70 miles per hour. 

A 45-year-old man was killed when be fell and 
sustained head injuries while working on a tugboat 
near the Hong Kong- Macao ferry pier. The acci- 
dent was reported caused by heavy seas and strong 
gusts of wind. 

A taxi driver and his two passengers were injured 
when the taxi skidded on a flooded street and over- 
ruined on Hong Kong island. They were reported to 
be in satisfactory condition. 


Of the injured, only nine have been admitted to 
hospitals, a government spokesman said. 

At 5 p.m. the Royal Observatory said Mac was 
centered about 45 nautical miles southwest of Hong 
Kong, moving slowly toward the South China 
Coast 

About 51.5 rajMraettas^f rain were recorded by 
the Royal Observatory ’during a one-hour period, a 
spokesman said.
